Only single persons whose net in-
come {or 1920 was less than £1,000 and
married persons living with husband
or wife whose net incorhe was less
than $2,000 are exempt from the re-
quirement to file an income tax return.

The obligation to consider his own
cause and to file an income tax return
on time, if one is due, is laid srluurely
on the shoulders of every resident of
the United States. Guesswork
barred. The returns are sworn state-
ments, and accuracy is essential, Sal-
aried persons and wage earners must
ascertain the actual compensation re-
ceived. Bonuses, shares in the profits |
of n business, values of quarters and
board furnizhed by an employer, and |
other items of compensation for serv-
ices must be included,
